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SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  seventeenth  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  South  African  Library  for  the 
Blind  was  held  in  St.  George’s  Hall 
on  May  21st.  The  Mayor,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Parsons,  presided.  He  expressed 
regret  that  our  President,  Mr.  Justice 
Lansdown,  was  unable  to  be  present. 

The  chairman  referred  to  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  Library  during  the 
year  by  the  death  of  Lady  Phillips, 
Mrs.  F.  J.  W.  van  der  Riet,  and  Miss 
Ethel  Mullins.  A vote  of  sympathy 
was  recorded,  the  audience  standing 
in  silence. 

The  Mayor  then  called  on  Miss 
Wood  and  Colonel  Fuller  to  read 
their  reports. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
reports,  the  chairman  said  that  as  a 
newcomer  to  the  country,  he  was 
struck  by  the  number  of  movements 
which  having  started  in  Grahamstown 
had  spread  and  had  their  use  through- 
out the  Union  and  beyond.  This  work 
was  one  of  them.  It  had  started  in 
Grahamstown  twenty-one  years  ago 
and  was  an  institution  of  which 
the  city  and  the  whole  country  could 
he  proud  as  symbolising  the  highest 
form  of  service.  They  had  heard 
from  the  report  the  perfectly 
astounding  figures  relating  to  it  and 
the  tremendous  amount  of  good  it 
must  be  doing  for  the  blind.  This 
was  widely  recognised  and  the  library 
now  received  grants  from  different 
Provinces  and  the  Union  Government 
and  various  local  authorities,  all  testi- 
fying to  its  importance  among  the 
institutions  of  the  country.  They 
were  grateful  to  those  who  helped  in 
carrying  on  the  work  and  owed  a 
very  great  debt  to  Miss'  Vi^ood  and 
her  staff  and  to  the  mahy,  voluntary 


workers  who  assisted  in  making  the 
books.  On  behalf  of  the  Council  he 
expressed  sincere  thanks  to  all  of 
them.  (Applause.) 

The  reports  were  adopted. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  M.  G. 
Godlonton  a vote  of  thanks  was 
passed  to  the  Mayor  for  presiding. 

Afternoon  tea  was  served  before 
the  meeting,  and  this  pleasing  inter- 
val provided  opportunity  for  personal 
and  helpful  talk  on  the  good  work 
of  the  library. 

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

FOR  1940. 

Council.  The  Judge  President,  the 
Hon.  C.  W.  H.  Lansdown,  has  kindly 
consented  to  be  president  of  the 
Library  Council.  The  late  Sir  Thomas 
Graham  had  been  our  president  for 
16  years,  that  is  since  the  inception 
of  the  Council. 

We  regret  the  death  of  two  of 
our  patrons.  Lady  Lionel  Phillips  and 
Mrs.  F.  J.  W.  van  der  Riet,  and  also 
of  Miss  Ethel  Mullins,  who  was  a 
member  of  our  Council  for  nearly 
ten  years. 

We  are  grateful  to  Mr.  W.  P. 
Hodges  for  again  auditing  our  books. 

Visitors.  We  welcomed  one  of  our 
patrons.  His  Hon.  the  Administrator, 
Capt.  F.  A.  Joubert,  and  Mrs.  Joubert 
in  November.  Since  Capt.  Joubert’s 
last  visit  with  General  Smuts  in  1932, 
the  library  has  expanded  into  “The 
Robert  Godlonton  Wing”  with  four 
extra  rooms.  We  have  added  the 
“Talking  Book  Department”  which  is 
housed  in  the  “Carnegie  Room.”  The 
Master  of  Rhodes  and  Professor 
Liddell  accompanied  the  Administra- 
tor. From  the  Witwatersrand  Univer- 
sity we  had  Dr.  Halliday  and  Mrs. 
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Halliday.  The  Minister  of  Railways, 
the  Hon.  F.  S.  Sturrock,  came  in 
October.  The  Librarian  of  “The 
South  African  Public  Library,”  Mr. 
Douglas  Varley,  Capetown,  was  an 
interested  visitor.  A few  Rhodes 
students  have  come  from  time  to 
time.  At  the  end  of  the  last  term. 
Miss  Tilley  arranged  for  relays  of 
D.S.G.  girls  to  come  and  they  kept 
the  staff  busy  most  of  one  morning. 
The  Head  Girl  and  Committee  of 
Macdonald  House  brought  in  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  concert  arranged  for  our 
benefit. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  an 
ex-reader  who  recovered  his  sight 
some  years  ago.  He  is  Mr.  Bisson, 
who  now  practises  as  a masseur.  He 
has  since  kindly  sent  us  some  books 
and  a Braille  machine. 

READERS. 

Several  readers  who  usually  get 
books  from  England  are  borrowing 
from  us.  One  in  Mauritius  is 
teaching  literature  and  gets  special 
consignments  every  month.  Another 
is  in  Nyasaland  and  teaches  music  in 
a little  school.  She  asks  for  school 
songs  and  marches  to  play  for  the 
children’s  drill. 

One  man  says  he  has  been  unable 
to  settle  to  reading  lately  and  has 
taken  to  writing.  He  kindly  present- 
ed each  of  the  staff  with  a copy  of 
his  poems  entitled  “Towards  the 
Light.” 

One  reader  is  enjoying  chicken 
farming,  even  to  getting  up  at  5 a.m. 
to  give  them  their  first  feed.  She  is 
studying  music  and  borrows  books  on 
harmony,  etc.  She  says  the  Library 
is  invaluable  to  her.  Hers  is  one  of 
the  many  appreciative  letters. 

Mr.  Cohen  has  gone  a step  further 
towards  getting  his  degree. 

Readers  would  make  it  easier  for 
the  staff  if  they  would  give  changes 
of  address  in  good  time.  Sometimes 


books  have  been  sent  to  an  old  ad- 
dress before  we  are  notified  of  the 
change  and  there  is  often  a long 
delay  in  getting  them  returned.  An- 
other point  to  impress  on  readers  is 
that  all  letters  should  be  addressed 
to  “The  Secretary.”  If  a letter  is 
addressed  to  a member  of  the  staff 
and  she  should  be  away,  unnecessary 
delay  is  caused. 

Four  readers  died  during  the  year 
and  28  new  ones  joined,  so  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  267 
Braille  and  Moon  readers. 

GIRL  GUIDES. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Mol- 
teno  Girl  Guides  for  their  continued 
help  and  interest. 

The  Blind  Rangers  have  been 
working  for  the  Mercy  Plane  Fund 
and  sent  £3  15s.  and  the  “Cape  West 
Posts”  had  a stall  at  a Guide  fete 
and  raised  £10. 

Chrissie  Guard  has  been  made 
vice-captain  and  is  a splendid  organ- 
iser. 

Sanie  Malan  received  a special 
award  at  the  Jeppe  Rally  for  her 
devoted  work  in  transcribing  parts  of 
the  Bible  into  foreign  languages. 

BOOKS  AND  MAGAZINES. 

We  had  over  8,000  volumes  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  having  withdrawn  a 
few  and  added  357,  some  bought, 
some  given. 

In  fiction  we  bought  books  by 
popular  authors  such  ,as  Georgette 
Heyer,  Humphrey  Jordan,  Ann 
Bridge,  etc. 

Among  travel  books  we  added 
Byrd’s  “Alone,”  Halliburton’s  “Mar- 
vels of  the  East,”  Sansom’s  “Living 
in  Tokyo”  and  Morton’s  “Through 
Bible  Lands.” 

In  “Pandas”  (Braille  Penguins) 
we  received  a miscellaneous  collec- 
tion : “Wind,  Sand  and  Stars”  by  A. 
de  Saint-Exupery ; detective  stories 
included  Agatha  Christie’s  “Ten 
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Little  Niggers”;  in  travel  we  had 
Peter  Flemming’s  “The  Flying  Visit.” 
We  had  Maarten’s  “The  Village  on 
the  Hill”  and  many  on  questions  of 
the  hour.  We  welcome  extra  copies 
of  Pandas  which  readers  kindly  send. 
Maps  are  always  in  demand  and 
lately  the  Perkins  Institute  for  the 
Blind,  Massachusetts,  has  been  send- 
ing us  a free  copy  of  “The  Map  of 
the  Month.” 

In  Standard  Afrikaans,  we  bought 
seven  more  books  of  the  Bible  (Old 
and  New  Testament),  contained  in 
17  volumes,  from  the  British  and 
Foreign  Bible  Society,  Capetown. 

For  music  teachers  and  students 
we  bought  Lovelock’s  “Teaching  ap- 
plied to  Music”  as  well  as  several 
organ  and  piano  pieces  and  books  of 
songs  for  which  we  were  specially 
asked. 

We  have  about  40  magazines  in 
circulation.  A large  number  of  these 
come  from  the  National  Institute, 
London,  a few  come  from  Scotland, 
two  are  South  African  and  some  are 
American. 

An  anonymous  donor  subscribes  for 
“The  Readers’  Digest”  for  us  and 
we  are  always  glad  to  get  extra  up- 
to-date  copies  of  this  and  other 
magazines  sent  us  by  readers  and 
societies  who  get  their  own.  Two 
copies  of  a new  monthly  magazine 
are  given  us  by  “The  American 
Brotherhood  for  the  Blind,”  Cali- 
fornia. This  is  “The  All  Story  Braille 
Magazine”  and  is  very  popular.  Miss 
Watson  sends  “The  Home  Teacher’s 
Magazine.” 

Most  of  our  books  have  come 
safely  from  England,  but  in  one  lot 
of  30,  the  covers  of  12  volumes  were 
damaged  by  sea  water  and  badly 
mildewed,  but  fortunately  the  braille 
inside  was  unhurt.  With  regard  to 
books  on  loan  from  the  National 
Library  (London)  we  still  have  about 


100  volumes.  Most  of  these  are  hand- 
done  books  and  we  are  neither  re- 
turning these  nor  borrowing  more 
for  the  time  being.  We  sympathise 
with  the  National  Library  on  the  loss 
of  338  manuscript  volumes  destroyed 
in  the  disastrous  fire  in  London  on 
December  29. 

During  the  year  Miss  Krause  and 
Miss  Levick  sent  out  over  6,000 
volumes  and  even  more  magazines. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  Miss  Mary 
Spurling,  who  has  given  her  services 
when  any  of  the  staff  have  gone  on 
leave. 

Transcribers.  We  appreciate  the 
steady  work  done  by  our  transcribers 
and  are  specially  grateful  to  Mrs. 
Vernal,  who  in  addition  to  transcrib- 
ing has  helped  Miss  Blackwell  by 
giving  much  time  to  correcting 
learners’  exercises.  This  is  a tiring 
job  and  a strain  on  the  eyes. 

The  following  have  completed 
books:  Mrs.  Vernal  the  second  part 
of  Millin’s  “General  Smuts,”  6 vols. ; 
Father  Millard  “North  to  the  Orient,” 
2 vols. ; Miss  Stidolph  “Rilla  of  Ingle- 
side,”  5 vols.;  Mrs.  Lilienfeld  two  of 
the  “Red  Pepper”  series,  8 vols. ; Mr. 
Matthews  “The  Commander  Shall,”  4 
vols. 

Mrs.  Rose  Innes,  Miss  M.  Watson 
and  Miss  B.  Schutte  have  re-copied 
womout  books.  Other  helpers  have 
been  Miss  Bergh  and  Mrs.  van  Ginkel. 
Mr.  Meaker  has  again  kindly  brailled 
playing  cards  for  readers.  FVom  Eng- 
land we  had  gifts  of  religious  books 
including  “The  Full  Blessing  of  Pen- 
tecost” by  Andrew  Murray,  whose 
books  are  always  in  demand.  The 
National  Institute  completed  the 
tedious  task  of  transcribing  the 
Gospels,  Epistles  and  Collects  in 
Xosa.  Without  contractions  and  with 
no  knowledge  of  the  language  it  must 
have  been  a long  and  difficult  job. 
The  funds  for  this  transcription  were 
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provided  by  the  gift  of  Miss  G.  E. 
Edwards. 

Talking  Books.  The  COSt  of  the 
production  of  talking  books  for  the 
blind  is  heavy  and  has  been  largely 
met  by  generous  gifts  from  Lord 
Nuffield  and  the  Carnegie  Trust.  The 
National  Institute  and  St.  Dunstan’s 
co-operate  in  producing  the  records 
and  everyone  will  sympathise  with 
them  in  the  loss  of  the  elaborate  and 
delicate  plant  destroyed  in  an  air 
raid  over  London.  We  did  get  some 
new  books  and  some  replacements 
from  England  as  well  as  from 
America.  Among  the  books  are 
“Meet  the  Tiger,”  “The  Dark  In- 
vader,” “The  Forbidden  Journey” 
and  “Madame  Curie”  and  some  old 
favourites  including  “Vanity  Fair” — 
this  last  in  40  records.  Other  re- 
cords ordered  last  September  took 
seven  months  to  come.  Mrs.  Bodmer 
sent  out  over  12,000  records  in  the 
year  as  against  10,500  in  the  previous 
year.  We  had  29  breakages,  exactly 
half  the  number  broken  in  1939. 

We  sold  some  of  our  duplicate  re- 
cords at  half  price  to  the  Leper 
Institute  at  Westfort  as  they  were 
short  of  books. 

We  lend  to  three  societies  and  to 
47  individual  readers. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  get  new 
machines  and  one  ordered  more  than 
a year  ago  has  not  come  yet.  We 
own  two  machines  and  these  have 
been  lent  to  different  people  as  occa- 
sion demanded.  One  is  giving  great 
pleasure  to  a man  who  has  lately  lost 
his  sight.  We  get  many  appreciative 
letters  and  we  had  a visit  from  one 
of  our  readers  who  said  it  was  im- 
possible to  express  the  pleasure  he 
had  from  the  books. 

It  is  amusing  to  compare  readers’ 
views  on  “Talking  Books  versus 
Braille  Books.”  One  reader,  a busy 
man,  says  he  no  longer  cares  for 


braille  but  revels  in  the  talking 
books.  He  listened  to  “The  Greek  j 
View  of  Life”  three  times,  making 
notes  the  third  time.  One  girl  writes, 

“A  braille  book  cannot  be  beaten. 

The  machine  is  very  nice  when  you 
have  your  hands  occupied  with  work 
that  must  be  finished,  but  when  you 
have  a little  time  to  rest  or  want  to 
read  at  night,  the  braille  book  comes 
into  its  own  every  time.” 

We  are  grateful  to  the  S.A.  Na- 
tional Council  for  the  Blind  and  the 
Committee  of  St.  Dunstan’s  for  each 
contributing  £50  towards  records  and  i 
equipment.  j 

Typewriter.  The  Library  has  at  I 
last  got  a new  typewriter,  having 
used  borrowed  or  second-hand  ones  ! 
for  21  years.  The  last  one  needed  a 
typing  gymnast  so  the  new  one  is  a j 
great  saving  of  time  and  temper. 

Shelving.  More  shelving  for  braille  ; 
books  had  become  a necessity,  but  ) 
the  difficulty  was  to  find  space  for  it.  j 
We  have  squeezed  a long,  low,  double  | 
shelf  down  the  middle  of  our  main  | 
room.  It  is  made  in  sections  so  that  | 
it  will  be  possible  to  move  it  when  | 
we  have  to  expand  into  an  upstairs  I 
flat. 

Schools.  We  are  very  grateful  to 
the  schools  that  continue  to  help  us: 

The  Johannesburg  High  School  for 
Girls,  Barnato  Park,  Macdonald  I 
House  (Victoria  Girls’  High  School),  | 
Queenstown  Girls’  High  School  and  ' 
the  Anzac  School,  Brakpan.  Special 
books  bought  with  the  money  raised 
by  Macdonald  House  were:  “Pink 
Sugar,”  O.  Douglas,  “Sea  Hawk”  j 
(two  copies),  Sabatini,  and  much  i 
needed  new  copies  of  “Little  Women”  j 
and  “Good  Wives.” 

St.  Andrew’s  Preparatory  and 
Kingswood  Preparatory  schools  | 
kindly  gave  us  supplies  of  drawing 
books  which  are  so  useful  for  Braille 
correspondence. 
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Miss  Nonie  Mullins  and  her  helpers 
kindly  made  badges  for  St.  Andrew’s 
sports  and  sold  them  for  our  benefit. 

Alice  Cunningham  Fund.  Two 
wireless  sets  and  one  talking  book 
machine  were  bought  from  this  fund 
and  are  much  appreciated.  One  wire- 
less has  gone  to  an  old  man  at  the 
Prince  Alfred  Infirmary. 

FUNDS. 

The  Social  Welfare  Department 
agreed  to  give  an  extra  £100  if  we 
can  get  Afrikaans  records.  War  con- 
ditions make  it  impossible  for  them 
to  be  made  in  England  at  present, 
but  if  they  can  be  produced  in  South 
Africa,  we  should  be  more  than  will- 
ing to  buy  them  and  circulate  them. 

The  four  Provinces  have  helped  us 
this  year,  two  divisional  councils  and 
several  municipalities.  We  are  most 
grateful  to  these  and  other  public 
bodies  and  to  many  private  subscrib- 
ers. Some  public  libraries  have  col- 
lecting boxes  for  us,  and  some  clubs, 
including  the  Grahamstown  and  Port 
Alfred  Bowling  Clubs,  raise  funds  for 
us.  We  offer  our  thanks  to  the 
Women’s  League  of  Help  who 
arranged  a street  collection,  to  the 
Standard  Bank,  the  Eastern  Province 
Guardian  Company,  the  local  Press 
and  not  least  to  the  local  Post  Office 
staff  for  their  help  and  courtesy  in 
dealing  with  the  many  thousands  of 
extra  letters  and  packages  which  our 
work  entails  for  them. 

TREASURER’S  REPORT, 

The  hon.  treasurer,  Lt.-Colonel  B. 
M.  Fuller,  submitted  the  financial  re- 
port for  the  year.  He  said:  It  is  with 
pleasure  that  I have  once  more  to 
present  you  with  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  year  under  review.  My 
pleasure  is  due  to  the  fact  that  this 
year  our  old  friend,  the  annual 
deficit,  is  not  much  more  than  half 
the  size  of  the  one  we  had  to  carry 


the  previous  year.  It  is  only  £91,  as 
compared  to  £160  last  year.  Let  us 
hope  that  by  next  year  he  will  have 
been  buried  once  for  all. 

Our  income  has  gone  up  £30  to 
£874  and  has  never  been  higher. 
Donations,  subscriptions  and  collec- 
tions, in  spite  of  all  those  constant 
demands  for  war  funds,  are  actually 
£27  up,  and  I do  think  that  under 
the  circumstances  we  cannot  be  too 
grateful  to  all  those  who  have  given, 
for  their  continued  support.  Un- 
doubtedly the  most  encouraging 
feature  in  our  income  returns,  of 
recent  years,  has  been  the  gradually 
increasing  amount  we  have  received, 
year  by  year,  from  public  bodies  all 
over  the  Union  such  as  provincial, 
divisional  and  municipal  councils, 
and  that  they  are  beginning  to  realise 
that  the  handicapped  people  we  are 
trying  to  serve  have  a real  claim  on 
their  generosity. 

Our  expenditure  of  £966  is  £39 
down  on  last  year.  Salaries  and 
wages  are  £39  up,  but  under  all  the 
other  headings  there  was  decreased 
expenditure,  principally  so  under 
that  of  repairs,  which  came  to  only 
£1  instead  of  £28  last  year. 

Turning  to  the  balance  sheet,  on 
the  capital  and  liabilities  side  our 
sundry  creditors  are  £76  down  and 
an  overdraft  has  disappeared.  Other- 
wise the  other  items  are  as  they  were 
last  year.  On  the  assets  side,  furni- 
ture, sundry  debtors  and  stocks  are 
slightly  more,  but  property,  books, 
talking  books  and  cash  are  down  a 
bit.  Our  position  therefore  in  this 
second  year  of  the  war  is  essentially 
satisfactory,  for  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  though  we  show  a deficit 
in  the  income  and  expenditure  ac- 
count of  the  year,  yet  we  have  writ- 
ten off  £235  for  depreciation  which, 
though  I consider  it  undoubtedly 
sound,  is  I think  on  the  generous  side.

when,  with  the  permission  of  the  Librarian,  it  may  be 
kept  for  a longer  period. 

F).  Readers  are  asked  not  to  keep  magazines  or  knitting  pat- 
terns, but  to  return  each  one  with  the  book  with  which 
it  is  sent. 

6.  Readers  are  begged  to  take  great  care  of  the  books, 'to  keep 

them  clean  and  free  from  damp,  and  not  to  turn  down 
pages. 

7.  Canvas  covers,  cardboard  covers  or  strong  paper  and  string 

are  used  for  packing  the  books.  Readers  should  pack  the 
books  carefully  in  these  for  return  postage. 

8.  Readers  are  begged  to  let  the  Librarian  know  at  once  of  any 

change  of  address.

LITERATURE  FOR  THE  BLIND. 

Papers  of  any  kind,  periodicals,  and  books,  impressed  or  to  be 
impressed  in  "Braille,”  or  other  special  type  for  the  use  of  the 
blind,  when  posted  within  the  Union  for  transmission  to  a place 
within  the  Union,  are  transmissible  at  the  rate  given  below,  pro- 
vided that  they“ 

(а)  do  not  contain  any  communication,  either  in  writing  or 
printed  in  ordinary  type,  except  the  title  and  table  of 
contents  of  the  book  or  periodical  and  any  key  to  or 
instructions  for  the  use  of  the  special  type,  or  any  enclosure 
except  a label  for  the  return  of  the  packet; 

(б)  bear  on  the  outside  the  inscription  “Literature  for  the 
Blind,”  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender; 

(f)  be  posted  either  without  a cover  or  in  a cover  open  at 
both  ends  which  can  easily  be  removed  for  examination 


of  the  contents ; 

For  a packet  not  exceeding  31b.  in  weight id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  31b.  and  not  exceeding  71b Id. 

For  a packet  exceeding  71b.  and  not  exceeding  111b lid. 

For  a packet  exceeding  111b.  and  not  exceeding  151b.-  6oz.  . . 2d. 


The  limit  of  weight  is  151b.  6oz.,  and  the  maximum  dimensions 
are  the  same  as  for  letters. 

Voice  records  on  discs,  styled  "Talking  Book  records,”  securely 
packed,  are  also  transmissible  at  the  above  rates,  provided  they  are 
despatched  from  or  addressed  to  certain  recognised  institutes  for 
the  blind.  ( Page  42,  Post  Office  Guide.
